EUROPE’S HUNGER. 


THE WHEAT CROPS OF THE WORLD WILL 
NOT APPEASE IT. 


The Earth’s Wheat Crop This Year Over 
’ Seventy Millions of Bashels Short of the 
Demand—Startling Figures—The Price of 
Bread Advanced Already a Penny on a 
Quarter Loaf in London—Faliure of the 
English Potate Crop—The Situation in 
the United states—Gladstone Reviews His 
Old Enemy, Forster—Home Rule Senti- 
ment Advancing—Foreign A@airs, 


Lorpos, August 30.—It now seems to bea 
fact that the Old World needs from 70,000,000 
to 80,000,000 bushels of wheat more than the 
harvests of the year will produce. To put it 
in another way, the countries which always 
have to buy wheat must this year buy some 
870,000,000 bushels, while the countries raising 
more than they consume will have about 295, - 
000 ,000 to sell. The annual international grain 
market held in Vienna on Monday gave esti- 
mates of the yield of the world, which varied 
only in a few particulars from those already 
given, the chief differences being in unim- 
portant countries. Un the other hand, the 
real state of the French harvest seems much 
worse than it was reported at Vienna, and the 
same is even more obviously true of England. 
Yesterday's terrific storm of wind and rain 
ended whatever chance remained of decent 
crops in Great Britain and the English must 
now import at least 170,000,000 bushels. 

FRANCE’S TERRIBLE PLIGHT. 

France has one of the worst crops ever 
reaped... A week ago it was estimated that 
she would need to import 68,000,000 bushels. 
Now, since the fresh storm and thé discovery 
by the first threshings of the bad quality of the 
grain, the shortage is put at 80,000,000 by the 
Mercuriale des Halles, and at 96.000,000 by Bol- 
lack, Sarassin& Co. bat makes the matter 
worse is that very little if any of thie can be 
made good by Aigiers, where the grasshop- 
pers have decimated the crop. 

UNCEMTAIN COUNTRIES. 

Germany, Italy and the Netherlands must 
buy more wheat than aegal this year of the 
great exporting countries. We understand 
here that the United States and Oa#ieda can be 
counted on to supply abo  103,000,- 
000 bushels, Russia 90,000,000 India 
35,000 ,000. But in these coun- 
tries there is much mors Uhoeerteinty 
than in the former. From Russia, for instance, 
there are all sorts of reports, latterly quite 
unfavorabie, and from India itis even more 
difficult to get the truth. Buttraised experts 
believe the above figures to be tolerably cor- 
rect. In any case, if these crops turn ont 
lamgerthan here estimated, tereasing evi- 
dence of bad quality and light weight of tne 
crop in Western Europe will quite balance the 
gain. 

FIERCE COMPETITION FOR EUROPEAN MARKETS. 

With such a buge deficit a this in the 
world’s market equal to the entife wheat crop 
in a good year of sucha country as Germany, 
it is evident that somebody must cut down the 
consumption of bread and that there will be 
fierce competition for the pom, ii n of the 
— on the Continent which have 
deen stidwing an almost steady rise for the 
last ten Gays with few fluctuations resultant 
upon declines in America. As a rule, 
prices have been higher and advances sharper 
in Paris than elsewhere, but yesterday London 
and some English provincial markets dis- 
tanced any other spurts of the season by a 
sudden advance of from 6 to 9 cente per bushel 
upon last week’s prices for foreign wheat. 
This panic was palpably due to the drenching 
rain aud heavy wind storm,as in places. where 
the rain was not violent prices showed less 
change. 

ENGLAND'S MARKETS. 

The wheat market in England is still a euri- 
ously parochial affair, dependent upon all 
sorts of local conditions and influences. Liver- 
pool generally follows New York and San 
Francisco, but London its more concerned ia 
the Baltic trade and notso easily moved by 
American quotations, and provincial markets 
like Leeds, Bochester and Newcastie-on-Tyne 
think mostof the local crops and demand. 
Hence prices for the past week have been 
much affected by capricious weather, 4 
bright day frightening buyers, a heavy 
rain stiffening sellers; but yesterday's 
storm has so knocked out what remained of 
the English crop that this ean no longer be 
the case. Already we catch a glimpse of what 
the wheat shortage means by the discovery 
that bread has gone up a penny on a quarter 
loaf in many parts of London since Monday. 

TBE 6INISTER OUTLOOK. 

The Northern work-bouse authorities have 
their hands full with an army of Irish laborers 
who are accustomed to come to Engiand for 
the harvest. This year they find 
no work for them to do, and the laborers have 
no means with which to get home. What adds 
to the sinister aspect of the outloog is the sad 
tallure of the potato crop in many parts of 
England and all along the west coast of ire- 
land. This alone would have made « bad 
winter here; combined with dear bread, it is 
a gloomy enough outlonk. 

One of the first results of the shortage will 
be a vigorous demand in France for a remis- 
sion of the import duty on wheat on the part 
ofthe big towns, and s strenuous resistance 
by the wheat-raising districts, where the 
farmers see no reason why the tarif should 
not enable them to profit by the distress of 
their brethren in the towns.

GLADSTONE ON FORSTER. 


The Great Statesman’s Generosity—Growth 
of Home Rule Sentiment. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lowox, August 80.—Gladstone’s review of 
Reid's life of Forster is an important contri- 
bution toour knowledge of modern English 
political history. As might have been ex- 
pected, Gladstone deals generously with his 
old collesgue. Those who remember how 
Forster found telling phrases for Gladstone’s 
opponents—as for instance, that Gladstone 
compounded with treason simply because 
Gladstone refused to keep Parnell eternally 
in prison without trial—will appreciate the 
magnanimity, in the presentjinstance, of the 
object of so much abuse. He even gives Fors- 
ter credit for baving been first to urge 
the necessity of the policy that resulted 
in the compensation for disturbances 
bill. Referring to the so-called Ku- 
mainham treaty, Gladstone shows that 
Parnell gave every undertaking the Govern- 
ment had right to demand by the wording of 
the coercion act and Forster, as he became 
more and more hostile to Gladstone, appeared 
to forget the fact that he had quarreled with 
his colleagues, not for negotiating with Par- 
nell, but because be instisted on impossible 
conditions. Gladstone professes himself 
still unable to understand the reasons for 
Forster’s resignation, but to those who read 
between the lines, it is evident he thinks For- 
ster found himself engaged in a hopeless task 
and welcomed any excuse to enable bim per- 
sonally to escape. One passage of Gladstone’s 
article makes quitefa sensation. Speaking of 
Cabinet secrets he says it is noticeable that 
when the Liberal party were in power the rev- 
elations were made through some channel not 
yet detected. This unquestionably refers to 
Chamberiain. Anotber important passage is 
that wherein Gladstone refers to the action of 
dissentient Liberals on the Parnell commission 
bill. He says the Cabinet of 1882 was unani- 
mous in the judgment that Parnell and his 
colleagues were not associated in crime. al- 
though six members of the Cabinet in 1688 are 
actively or tacitly supporters of the inquiry to 
ascertain whether they were so associated or 
not. 


HOME RULE. 

The question of the federation of Engiand, 
Ireland and Wales under a local Parliament 
becomes more and more one of practical 
politics. Yesterday a meeting washeld at Car- 
aif, where anew Welsh political party was 
formed somewhaton the lines of the Irish 
party. On the 18th of next month the first Na- 
tional Conference of the Scottish Home Raule 
Association will be held. The Glasgow asso- 
ciation has forwarded an address of sympa- 
thy to the Irish National League, asking the 
latter to send a deputation to the t;lasgow Con- 
ference. The association repudiates the idea 
of rivairy with Irish home rule, which it thinks 
should have precedence, supposing Partia- 
ment is not prepared to carry out a compre 
hensive measure all at once. 


The Manitoban Difficulty. 


WIXNIPEG, Manitoba, August 30.—The offer 
of the St. Faul, Minneapolis & Manitoba Rall 
road for the construction and operation of the 
Red River Valley and other extensions was 
presented to the Legisiatare to-day. It dit- 
fers from the Northern Pacific proposal prin- 
cipally in that it proposes a lease of the roads 
and not their sale, the ownership to be re- 
tained by the Government, andin proposing 
to give running powers to other roads, in- 
cluding the Northern Pacific. Ex-Premier 
Norquay, in a speech inthe Legislature, de- 
clared himself as ardentan advocate of the 
Hudson Bay Road as ever, saying President’s 
Cleveland’s message on retaliation had given 
the plan greater significance than ever be- 
fore.

THE QUEER TALE OF CHARLES DUGAN,

Judge Cady told 
Dogan it was not the intention of the 
police to persecute anybody, and if they 
found a man trying to do right they would 
belp bim along.

DUGAN’6 STORY. 
While Dugan was in the dock he was seen by 
a Post-DisPaTcuH reporter, to whom he de- 
tailed bis troubles as follows: ‘‘Il am a printer 
by trade and have lived in St. Louis off and on 
for over ten years. | was never arrested here or 
anywhere else to this trouble.

Sec. 2. That whenever the President shall be 
satisfied that there is discrimination 
whatever in the use of the Welland Canal, the 
St. Lawrence River canals, the Chambly 
Canal, or either of them, whether by 
tolls, drawbacks, refund tolls or 
otherwise, which is or ma be detri- 
mental to the interests of the United States 
or any of its citizens, shall be lawful for 
the President in his discretion to issue a proc- 
lamation to that effect, whereupon there 
shall be collected a toll of 20 cents a tof upon 
every fore! vessel and her cargo ssing 
through either the Sault Ste.

versy as to street-sweeping, extracts from the 
olty charter and ordinances bearing upon this 
subject are here given: 

Art. 4. sec. %5.—The Street Commissioner 
shail have under his special charge the clean- 
ing of the public streets. 

Art. &, seo. 17.—The Board of Public Im- 
provements shall recommend to the Assembly 
ordinances for the cleaning of all streets. 
* * * And no ordinance therefor shall be 
passed without such recommendgstion. 

Seo. 27.—The Assembly shall have no power 
directly to contract for any publie 
work, nor to fix the price or rate 
therefor, but the Board of Public Im prove- 
ments shali in all cases prepare and submit 
to the Assembly estimates of costs of any pro- 
posed work, and under the direction of the 
ordinance shall advertise for bids and let out 
said work by contract to the lowest responsi- 
ble bidder, gubject to the approval of the 
Council. Any other mode of letting out work 
shall be heid as illegal and void. 

Revised ordinances, sec. 580: The Board 
of Public Improvements is hereby authorized 
to let and enter into contracts, beginning on 
the first day of July of every year, for sweep- 
ing or cleaning by manual or machine labor 
of all streets which are paved with stone or 
wood blocks. Said work shali be done under 
such spectfications as may be prescribed by 
the Board of Public Improvements.’’ 

It was clearly shown in Tuesday's Post- 
DIsPaTCH that the cost of manual labor sweep- 
ing, without contract, exceeda the cost of the 
submitted machiné labor contract $20,000. 
The question at issue, as stated by Oouncll- 
man Duross, is, as to the specification or 
schedule for street sweeping (the number of 
times certain streets shall be swept) as pre- 
pared by the Board of Public Improvements. 
If the sweeping is done by manual labor, the 
board would probably preserve the same 
schedule and specifications asto the number 
of sweepings per week for the different streets. 
By the provisions of the Charter aud the ordl- 
nances the Board of Public Improvements is 
alone authorised to prepare the schedule. 
The schedule having been prepared 
and all the forms complied with 
as to letting the bids, the contracts 
are submitted the Counoli for approval —
